NO PRIVATE ARMIES WANTED. 

Soldiers subsidized by private interests should not receive pub- 
lic support. If the national guard begs for favors from manufactur- 
ers it should be denied further assistance from the state treasury. 

The exposure of the begging letters sent out by Otto H. Falk 
in his dual capacity of brigadier general of the Wisconsin national 
guard and apes of the Allis-Chalmers company, reveals the 


existence of the sa elements in Wisconsin that made Colorado a 
blabl blot on civilization. 


“It is the theory of civilized society that the army maintained m 


théstate i is not private praverty. Civiljzation today rests on the claim 
that, the commonwealth provides for } pees and order and permits no 
private waffare.. oo. P : 

4» The state decides upon thei size'and equipment of its armed forces. 
If the state had wanted more soldiers with different equipment in 
Milwaukee, it is'to be presumed that additional appropriations would 
have been made. To permit any set of individuals to decide upon 
how largée"ap armed“force shall be maintained and how it shall be 
equipped is to return to the days of feudalism, when each Baron had 
his armed retainers and made his own private war. That is just what 
the American capitalist is trying to do. It is the aim of Falk and the 
other big employers, among whom he is passing the hat for Wisconsin 
soldiers, to make of the militia an army for the defense of his inter- 
ests. By spreading dissatisfaction concerning the amounts appro- 
priated by the state, and by contrasting that niggardliness with his 
own generosity, he would make the militia the ee of the Milwaukee 
capitalists. 

’ This‘appeal for funds for the militia is sent out in the same week 
in which the Allis-Chalmers works are discharging men and increas- 
ing the.army of the unemployed. Such things have often resulted in 
a revolt of labor, because sontetimes the workers will not quietly lie 
down and starye. |. 

© At Such times it is handy te hase a militia force with a lively 
sense of favors received from Allis-Chalmers. The servile soldier 
who has been told that the state misuses him and that the capitalist 
is his friend is just the sort of tool that the employing class of Amer- 
ica needs in its business. 

When these Milwaukee militia organizations seized the beggar’s 
bow! and Otto Falk’s testimonial as to their blindness and began to 
solicit funds from private individuals, they broke their oath of alle- 
giance and became the armed enemies of the peace and order of the 
state, the allies of the most unsocial elements in society. Every com- 
pany guilty of this enlistment in the private army of Milwaukee’s in- 
dustrial barons should be mustered out of the service of the state.— 
Milwaukee, Leader.

Where are the candidates? 

What are their polities? 
What will they do if they get the offite they are trying fort 
These are the pertinent questions at. time when the cam- 


paign for the primaries is drawing near and the election is coming up. |}. 


It hasn’t been so many moons ago since the man who could 
dodge the most issues and with oily words and suave cordiality mix 
with the voters and kiss the babies, get by without declaring any 
solid platform and without making any out and out promises. 

But that day is past. Today the candidate for an office must 
state his platform and his policies if he is to be elected to office. 

Hé must come squarely out on the issues and say, ‘‘I am for this 
or that thing,” or ‘‘I am against this or that issue.’’ 

Nothing short of such a declaration will do for the voters these 
days, and this is as it should be. 

No man should be elected to office until he has come squarely 
out and defined his position. 

It is all well enough for the candidate to say, ‘‘I will do my duty 
and conduet my office as I believe it ought to be conducted.’’ But 
the information the public wants is, what that candidate’s concep- 
tion of his ‘‘duty’’ is, and what he believes to be the proper manner 
of conducting the office he seeks. 

It is up to organized labor to find out just where every candi- 
date stands on such questions as are apt to or might arise during his 
tenure of office, that could affect laboring conditions. 

Several candidates have not yet declared themselves, and no 
man who wants the condition of the working classes. bettered should 
Support any candidate who will not come out in the open and de- 
clare his policies. 

A man who will declare his policies, and who will make promises 
to get an office, and then break them, is a political crook and black- 
legger, and he should be walloped over the head with the clubbed 
vote of organized labor whenever he bobs up aftérward. 

Organized labor want; no favors. It asks only justice, simple 
justice and fair treatment, and organized labor demands that every 
candidate seeking its vote come out into the open and declare how 
he stands on such questions as do affect organized labor. 

If any candidate is afraid to try for an office in this honest man- 
ner, he is to be regarded with grave suspicion. If he is willing to 
come out in the open, declare his policies, and if he is known to be a 
man who keeps his promises, then organized labor shéuld give him a 
trial, if his policies are consistent with the good of all the people. 

And any candidate who will not do this should not be given the 
vote of the working classes. 

Kissing babies is a highly beautiful spectacle, even if it is rather 
hard on the helpless kiddies, but kissing babies doesn’t better the con- 
dition of the working man much. ‘ 

A warm handshake is a wonderful thing to rout the blues, but it 
wen’t make wages higher to pay the increased cost of living., 

Sweet words of praise for the working man are delightful to 
hear, but they don’t go far toward giving him money with which to 
buy clothes for the kissed baby. 

Bowing and doffing the hat to the women is a fine and gentle- 
manly thing to do, but it doesn’t make the emery dust any the less 
dangerous to hubby. 

It is time for the working men and working women to study 
these things, ponder them seriously, and then cast their votes ac- 


cordingly.

THE WORKING MAN’S CHANCE. 


If ever there was a time when organized labor had a chance to 
better the condition of the working classes, elect its own candidates 
and rule the state of California, it is now. 

The vote of the state is split by the Progregsives, the Democrats, 
Republicans, Socialists, Prohibitionists, and what-nots. 

If organized labor will combine on the issues, forget factional 
fights and inter-union squabbles long enongh to stand solidly as a 
voting unit on such propositions as vitally concern working men and 
women, and working conditions, the working classes can win. 

It is all right to have inter-union squabbles. It is all right to 
have a fight once in a while, it tends to liven things up, get the men 
out to the meetings, and a black- -eye regains its normal color in a 
comparatively short time. 

Difference of opinion alone on any question can develop the 
merit or demerit of that issue, so disagreements are all right. 

But when the question of a candidate comes up, when an issue 
that is unmistakably for or against the interests of the working 
classes comes up, then the working men and women should forget 
their differences long enough to pile up a solid vote for or against 
such candidates and issues—then go on with their hog-killing. 

» If a foreign nation; Japan for instance, menaced our shores, 
would the union men stop to squabble about what sort of guns 
should be used? Nix. They would shoulder the first weapon that 
‘would shoot straight and march off to repel the invader, while the 
capitalist would take up his abode in the cellar. 

» And the battle organized labor is fighting with capital, the effort 
it is making to better its working and living conditions, is just as 
great and just as serious as that it would have to fight if a foreign 
nation were to menace us. 

And the battle should be regarded just as ectvaaly: 

The fact that Bill Jones doesn’t agree with Tom Smith on some 
question or another does not or should not keep them from voting 
together against a common issue that menaced the common interests. 

Have your inter-union fights, men; have your ‘neighborhood 
squabbles, women but when it comes to outing your ballot, ascertain 
what candidates favor you, “what issues are for your interests, vote 
solidly for them, vote solidly all the rest, then go back to the pastime 
of arguing with each other. It won’t hurt anything.
